Lines Seek Dismissal of City’s Case 
Before Supreme Court.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—A motion on 
behalf of the New York Transit Cor- 
poration to dismiss the ,appéal of the 
City of New York ‘from the decree of 
the Federa] Court granting the corpora- 
tion leave to intervene as a plaintiff in 
a suit. brought by Lindley M. Garrison 
as receiver against the City of New 
York and the Transit Commission was 
submitted to the Supreme Court’ today, . 

Acting as receiver for the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company, the New York 
Municipal Railway Corporation, and-the 





pany, Mr. Garrison instituted proceed- 
ings in the District Court of the South- 
ern District of New York against the 
city and the Transit Commission to com- 
pel the specific performance of Contract 
No. 4, entered into by the Transit Cor- 
poration with the city in 1913. 

This contract- provided that the city 
should construct the Fourteenth’ Street 
Eastern line, the Nassau-Broad Street 
line and certain néw shops and yards 
which have not yet been built. 

By court decree, the sale of the transit 
companies was ratified in June, 1923 
The Tmecetver delivered the properties to 
the New York big ot Transit ype 
tion. The Transit Corporation then 
sented its petition to the Court -for have 
to intervene in. the suit against the city 
and the Transit Commefentan for specific 

performance of Contract No. 4. 

P yuaee Mayer granted leave to the 
Transit Corporation to intervene as a 
plaintiff. It is from this order that the 
city and Transit Commission. have ap- 
pealed to the Supreme COR which is 
asked to dismiss the appeal. 

The Supreme Court, in the case of the 
Chieago, New York and. Boston. Re- 
frigerator Company, today affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court, holding 
sae the refrigerator company isnot a 

mon carrier, and therefore is not en- 
titled to the \Government guaranty given 
to the railroads during the six months of 
Federal control.

Mayor Hylan. ‘“We don’t want to be 
forced ‘Into anything that .will enable 
the company to raise its rates of fare. 
If the Court permits the receiver to 
abandon the lines we'll go in and oper- 
ate them.’ 

“How are you pong to. do that. Mr. 
Mayor?”’ retorte Borough President 
Connolly. ‘“The city -does not own those 
tracks and could not step in and op- 

erate the road without the company’s 
permission. They ee: even tear up 
up the tracks.  Besi General An- 
drews, the receiver, may not consent to 
a further adjournment of the court pro- 
ceedings.”’ . 

“Don’t worry about the 
Mayor Hylan suggested.
